Washington, .May 3.—The postoffice 


appropriation 
bill,'. carrying approxi- 


mately $275,000,000, was passed by the 
house -yesterday,- 227 to 5. The meas- 
ure carried in addition to the appropria- 
tions necessary for the conduct of the 
department a number of radical addi- 
tions. Among these were federal aid for 
good roads, the compulsory publication, 
by newspapers, magazines and periodi- 
cals of the names.of their owners and 
the establishment of a" parcels post in 
connection with the rural free delivery 
service. 


The good roads -provision added be- 


tween $16.000,000 and $18,000,000 to the 
appropriation, and this amount, it is ex- 
pected, will be materially increased iii 
the next postoffice measure.

He says that his only mqtive is to make 
it possible for these 
honest persons 


whose lives ho knows Intimately, to be 
able to buy enough to eat with their 
wages.' 


"The idea came to me from a conver- 


sation with a patient," said Dr. Bon- 
steel. "The man I was attending was 
foreman of a gang of laborers and re- 
ceived $8 a week. Men under him were 
paid $0. I expressed surprise that they 
were able to live on tlie wagen and 
the man told me that in England he 
worked for $6 a week and lived verj 
well. Then he told of belonging to the 
Rochdale Society of Equitable Pioneers 
and getting enough dividends from the 
food purchases to clothe the family. We 
are working on this plan." 


Will Sell at Usual Prices. 


The store planned by the Consumers' 


company will not,upset market condi- 
tions at the Superior »vemw corner, nor 
will it permit all persons in the neigh- 
borhood to cheapen the cost of liying, 
unless they become stockholders. Hon- 
est groceries will be sold at honest 
weight in the store for the usual prices. 
Any person can buy and the stockhold- 
ers hope that many will buy. 


Here ii where the profit comes in for 


members of the society: 
Every pur- 


chaser will be given a cash register cer- 
tificate of the amount purchased at each 
sale and at the end of six months, when 
inventory is taken-, allowance will be 
made for loss and sinking fund and for 
0 per cent, return on the stock and the 
remainder of the profits will be appor- 
tioned to stockholders pro rata. of their 
purchases.

of Washington Figures. 


Spokane. Wash., May ".—F. A- Hunt- 


ley, state commissioner of horticulture, 
savs in a report just submitted to Gov- 
ernor Marion E. Hay. that of 238,78 acres 
of land devoted to fruit growing m the 
state of Washington, 229,854 is planted 
to apple, peach, plum, prime, apricot and 
ohcrrv trees. 
Estimating the average 


annual yield at $3,50,00 for the five 
years, he places the average value of 
land devoted to horticulture at ?350 an 
acre, on an earning basis of 10 per cent, 
yhicli, growers say, is ultra-conserva- 
tive. 


The acreage devoted to strawberries is 


2.532, with 400 acres in cranberries and 
2 50 acres in grapes and 3.500 in other 
berries. More than 10.000,000 of a total 
of 14, nTS.182 fruit trees in the state 
are in 18 counties east of the Cascade 
mountains, where extensive*methods 


practiced in the commercial orchards.
